With 80 percent of the surface water derived 
from melting snow that runs off the land in the 
spring of the year, the time is near when farmers 
and stockmen will be casting anxious eyes toward 
their dugouts and small dams. The extent to v^iich 
these structures fill can have a definite bearing 
on their farm operation for the coming year and 
with prospects not too bright for a good runoff 
much of the prairies in 1964, farmers and ranchers 
should consider every possible opportunity for 
trapping such runoff that may be available. 
Opening road ditches and channels so that water 
can run into the dugouts may prove a help. Small 
dykes and shallow ditches may also be used to 
divert water from the farm shelterbelt to the 
dugout. Water from sloughs can be utilized by 
being pumped into the dugout using a small 
pump unit and aluminum or plastic pipe. This 
should be done before the sloughs become 
stagnant. , 

One of the reasons for the founding of the 
Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Administration in 1935, 
was the unsatisfactory water supply situation that 
existed on many individual farms throughout the 
western prairie region at that time. The Federal 
government of the day recognized that an 


agricultural program without water was impossible 
and so this was one of the first programs that 
P.F.R.A. instituted and has been carried on 
continuously ever since. This program has ranged 
from providing engineering and financial assistance 
to individual farmers for the construction of 
dugouts, stock watering dams and small irrigation 
projects, to construction of major storage works 
such as the multi-million dollar St. Mary Dam on 
the St. Mary Irrigation Project in soulhern Alberta, 
and the South Saskatchewan River Dam which is 
currently under development in south central 
Saskatchewan. 

To provide storage for local water supplies 
in individual and neighbor projects, P.F.R.A. has 
assisted in the construction of over 90,000 water 
development schemes since the start of the program 
in 1935. For the most part this work is handled 
through the field offices which provide invaluable 
assistance to farmers and stockmer. in many ways. 
Besides supplying inspection services to assure that 
structures are built to P.F.R.A. specifications, they 
help the farmer in locating his storage works so 
that they will trap the maximum runoff and lose 
a minimum by seepage which can occur in porous 
subsoils. 

Of the 18 field offices in the Prairie Provinces, 
10 are located in Saskatchewan. These offices are 
situated at Melville, Weyburn, Melfort, Moose 
Jaw, Gravelbourg, Swift Current, Shaunavon, 
Maple Creek, Biggar and North Battleford. In 
Manitoba, assistance is available from two offices 
—one in Brandon serving the southern portion 
of the province, and the second in Dauphin serving 
the north. In Alberta there are six offices extending 
all the way from Peace River, the most northerly 
of any P.F.R.A. office, to Medicine Hat in the south. 
The others are located at Fort MacLeod, Red Deer, 
Hanna and Woinwright. 

Applications for P.F.R.A. assistance in develop¬ 
ment of water projects, besides being available 
at all P.F.R.A, offices, are also obtainable from 
Municipal and County offices, and from Agricul¬ 
tural Representatives and District Agriculturalists. 

The specifications established by P.F.R.A. for 
construction of various storage works have been 
designed to provide for maximum efficiency, and 
thus give the farmer the best return on his dollar.

Dugouts must have a minimum depth of 12 feet, 
and 14 feel is recommended. Also, the volume 
of excavalion must be not less than 2,500 cubic 
yards to qualify for assistance. In such cases, 
P.F.R.A. will pay a portion of the construction 
costs calculated at the rate of seven cents per 
cubic yard of excavation to a maximum of $250 
per project. Such structures will store up to two 
acre-feet of water or sufficient to meet the year- 
round requirements of the average farm family, 
irrigate two to four acres of garden and shelter- 
belt, or supply the stockwatcring requirements of 
approximately fifty head of cattle. In the case 
of stock watering ddms, the same rate of 
assistance applies to earth work as in the case 
of dugouts, plus 25 cents per cubic yard for 
riprap and cost of other materials purchased up 
to a maximum of $300. 

In the case of small approved irrigation 
projects, P.F.R.A. will pay up to $600 of construc¬ 
tion costs including earth, rock, concrete and 
timber materials. However, it must fir«t be firmly 
established that a dependable water supply is 
available for the irrigation of not less than five 
acres. For this reason, the farm dugout is usually 
not large enough to be considered an adequate 
source of water for irrigation. 

Although financial consideration may be 
given for pipe used on irrigation systems to 
deliver water to the irrigable areas, equipment 
such as pumps and sprinklers does not qualify 
for payment. 

Repairs to projects which have been damaged 
by floods or other natural causes also qualify 
for assistance, as do enlargements, improvements 
and betterments providing these latter three do 
not bring the total amount paid by P.F.R.A. for 
any one project to more than the total which 
would be available for a new project. 

In cases where two or more farmers pool 
their water resources, a greaier degree of assis¬ 
tance it available.

Behind The Grain Back-up 

Once again, reports J. K. Edmonds in The Finan¬ 
cial Post, the argument rages over whether $20 mil¬ 
lion should be spent to improve the now-plugged 
grain-handling facilities on the West Coast and, if 
so, who should spend the money. In the background: 
the tie-up in grain exports out of Vancouver has 
backed up boxcars as far east as Saskatoon. 

Elevator companies, both pool and private, are 
resisting pressure to add to elevator space at Van¬ 
couver, for two reasons: Grain-handling facilities, 
they say, are adequate for normal movement and a 
heavy investment isn’t justified to handle a tempor¬ 
ary increase in demand. The $20 million would be 
better invested in other facilities to make it possible 
to use existing elevator space more efficiently. 
What’s really wrong, some grain men say, is that 
Vancouver has no marshaling yards in which cars 
of wheat arriving at the terminal can be stored. 

"Big Brother" Thinks For Us 

Albertans can go to bed these nights comforted 
by the thought that their morals and opinions are 
carefully protected by a keen eye for propriety. 

Latest champion of our thinking is Peter Elliott, 
chairman of the Alberta liquor control board who 
has such a high opinion of the morality of Albertans 
that he refused Seagram Distillers the right to show 
their world - famous collection of paintings in 
Edmonton. 

In the face of considerable opposition, the paint¬ 
ings will now be permitted here, providing their 
sponsorship is not ostensibly displayed. 

Bully for Mr. Elliott. Not for him to be hood¬ 
winked by those eastern Canadian sharpies as to 
their reason for wanting to display the paintings of 
Canada’s greatest artists. He knows it’s not for art 
alone, and he’s not going to permit us to be duped by 
such guile. 

Mr. Elliott will be a busy man in his witch-hunt 
to prevent companies from advertising their wares by 
insidious methods. There’s an aquarium in Calgary, 
a memorial arena in Lethbridge, a meeting-house in 
Edmonton ... all popular and enjoyed by Albertans, 
but their sponsorship is suspect. 

This whole insane situation would be cleared up 
if the government would. recognize that advertising 
by breweries and distilleries does already exist in the 
province, and legalize the practice.

1. The salesman’s credentials. 
These should be: (a) A letter of 
authorization from the manufac¬ 
turer or distributor, (b) Provincial 
Licence, and is some municipali¬ 
ties, a Municipal Licence. 

2. Examine the product care¬ 
fully. Look for the name of the 
manufacturer, which should be af¬ 
fixed to the article. 

3. Read the catalogues and pro¬ 
motional literature carefully, and 
be skeptical of the salesman who 
does not carry samples of his 
wares, but uses coloured illustra¬ 
tions only. 

4. Question the salesman about 
all guarantees on the products. Be 
certain that the guarantee inform¬ 
ation tallies with that stated on 
the promotional literature, and 
contracts, before you sign. If the 
article may require service, find 


out where is the nearest Service 
Depot. Check on it, if possible. 

5. Be sure to read and thoroughly 
understand any contract you are 
asked to sign before you sign it. 
Read all the small print. The con¬ 
tract may state, “No refunds, no 
cancellations, no goods left on ap¬ 
proval”. Remember — get and 
keep a copy of any contract you 
sign, for fnttrrp reference, and be 
sure it states a company address, 
and the salesman’s address. (Note 
car licence number). 

6. If in doubt, take time to 
check. If the offer will stand in¬ 
vestigation, the salesman will re¬ 
turn. If not, he will not bother 
you again. 

Remember, any legitimate sales¬ 
man will stand and welcome in¬ 
vestigation.

board in the Champion area. 

2. That the area to be included in the said agreement shall 
be as follows: 

a) The Village of Champion, 

b) That portion of the County of Vulcan No. 2 described 
as follows: 

Sections 30 and 31 In Township 14 Range 22; 

The North Half of Sections 5 and 6, all Sections 7, 8 
and 9, the North Half and South West Quarter of Sec¬ 
tion 14, Sections 15 to 23 inclusive, the North Half of 
Section 24, Sections 25 to 36 inclusive, all in Township 
14 Range 23; 

The North Half of Sections 1 and 2, all of Sections 7 
to 36 inclusive, in Township 14 Range 24; 

Thai portion of Township 14 Range 25 which lies with¬ 
in the boundaries of the County of Vulcan No. 2; 
Sections 7, 17 to 20 inclusive, 29 to 32 inclusive, all in 
Township 15 Range 21; 

The North Half of Section 3, the North Half and South 
West Quarter of Section 4, Sections 5 to 36 inclusive, 
all in Township 15 Range 22; 

All of Township 15 Range 23; 

Sections 1 to 30 inclusive, 33 to 36 inclusive, in Town¬ 
ship 15 Range 24; 

All of Township 15 Range 25 which lies within the 
boundaries of the County of Vulcan No. 2, excepting 
thereout Sections 31 to 36 inclusive; 

That portion of Township 15 Range 26 which lies with¬ 
in the boundaries of the County of Vulcan No. 2; 
Sections 5 to 8 inclusive in Township 16 Range 21; 
Sections 1 to 12 inclusive in Township 16 Range 22; 
Sections 1 to 12 Inclusive in Township 16 Range 23; 
Sections 1 to 12 in Township 16 Range 24. 

3. The Board shall consist of: 

a) one member of the Council of the Village of Champion; 

b) one member of the Council of the County of Vulcan 
No. 2; 

)c one member of the School Committee of the County 
of Vulcan. No. 2; 

d) four members appointed outside of these municipal or¬ 
ganizations, two men and two women; one man and 
one woman to be appointed by the County of Vulcan, 
No. 2, and one man and one woman to be appointed 
by the Village of Champion. 

The representatives of the Councils and School Committee 
to be appointed at the pleasure of and for such period as 
the councils and committee might deem advisable, and one 
man and one woman of the outside appointees shall be 
replaced each year.
